The Tokyo correspondent of tue Times! 
repents what we have said over and over | 
aguin, simple, obvious truths, Lut seeminc- | 
ly requiring repetition. Expressions of | 
suspicion of our allies’ intentions in China 
continue to appear, and most smazing | 
acenmy tions of what is Japan's duty there 
inspire and accompany them. The position | 
of the commercial critic seems to le rather 
like that of the girl who thus adcressed her | 
brother: “It is too selfish of you to go on | 
eating that cake when you know I want | 
it,” We imny be sure, the Times says, that | 
the Japanese will not be troubled with | 
altruistic scruples in their Asiatic policy. | 
Why on earth should they? We hear | 
much of the principle of the epen door, to 
which Japan is pledged ; but it is poss ble | 
that there are misunderstandinys as to | 
what precisely that principle ix, or what it ; 
demunds. It certainly canuot imply that 
the Japanese are to holl open the door | 
and bow ‘their trade competitors through ; | 
yet some of the complaints heard lutely , 
almost indicate that such is the idea of some ! 
ot their commercial competitors. ‘The | 
attitude is an sbsurd one to take, and 
where complaints of Japanese over-reacbing 
are olivionsly based ou such views, they | 
Tf we have a fair field and no fnvour, if we! 
mutually bar hitting below the belt, then j 
let the contest go on ; but don’t Iet us whine 
during its progress that our opponent has 
a longer reach. But it must be confessed 
that.tbere has been a good deal of hitting 
below the beit, of which the Japanese might | 
justly complain.

IWAFFAIRE DREYFUS,

There is a cousiderable element jof the 
remantic in tke story of Dreyrus abv his 
faithful Acuares Colonel Picguarn; One 
of the most distinguished soldiers: of his 
day, he secmed destined to attaju the 
highest honours of the army; pers ajally a 
man of high motive, be was above making 
hiinself by popular arts the idol jof the 
crowd, and above ail he was a couscidutious 
Jew; and these two disqualifications pro- 
eurcd him a host of enemies amongst the 


amongst these classes, and su little 
lend h:mself to the arts of the popular hera, 
that bis rivals found comparativel 
d.fficulty in trumping up a series of gharces 
against him, and even succeeded ih per- 
suading some of those in authority tbat he 
had been engazed in what in a sdldier’s 

i urable 
of crimes —that ot seiling abroad thelinner- 
most secre's of the military organisation of 
his country. Being a Jew, it was hastily 
concluded that be could be no true Prench-

Naturally concluding 
from the circumstances that Dreyrus had 
met with his just desserts, althuugh the 
English people looked in pity at the loss of 
so honourable a reputation as he attained 
in the army of a friendly aation,. they 
coincided in the expressions of cyntempt 
pagsed on him by his own fellow-officers and 
by the nation at large ; and by and bya, as 
a part of his dishonourahle punishment 
Dreyros, without a word of remonstrance, 
was sent ta repent lis supposed cr ma, and 
eubj-cted to the living death of being 
imprisoned inthe Isle du Diable, a lone island 
off the coast of South America, where none 
hut criminals of the blackest dye were ever 
immured. But Dreyrvs, though condemned 
by vhe almost unanimous voice of his fellow- 
couatrymen, had a few friends who left no 
stone unturned to vindicate his honour, and 
by and bye strange rumours begin to float 
about, which 2ast serious reflections on the 
goo | faith of his accusers. ‘Tne philanthropic, 
though often mistaken, desire of the Kuglish 
people t« help a lame dog over the stils now 
came to the froat, but in this instanes it was 
aided by another feeling. As a nation the 
English are accustomed from many centurias 
of cunstint practice to weigh the evidence, 
more especially in a criminal case; and 
reviewing the evidence herein the eviden:e 
fork the accusation s-emed particularty 
send-r. That a deliberaie judgment given 
by a cirefully chosea court-martial should 
be reviewed in « sceptical spirit by another 
vation, however friendly, gra'ei on the 
susceptibilities of the Freach as a nation ;

Amouyst a section of the people it, how- 
ever, acted as a spur to their exert ons to 
rehabilitate Dreyrus, whom they felt to be 
unjustly condemned. 8.ill the yeneral feel- 
ing was hostile to Euglan-l, und uo loubtedly 
increased the jealousy wuich ha intervened 
between the two peoples. By degrees the 
efforts of Dreyrus’ friends, assistel, there 
is little doubt, by the persi-t-nce of British 
public feeling ns to the mvlequicy of ths 
evidence brought forward by his accusers, 
resulted in a review of the cas’, Muitre 
Lasort, Dreyros’ able defender, aided 
by the courageous and self-srerificiag 
persistence of his friend Cd nel Proquart, 
go far convineed the Court of Cass ition that 
the vercict wns practically reversed, even 
if not formally quashe!, and Dreyros was 
permitted to retura, without, however, 
either he or his friend PrcequartT being 
restored to rank. But the revision ‘did 
mure, for it showed that disgraceful and 
| dishonourab'e crimes, amounting to forgery 
| aud perjury, had been committe. to bring 
‘about the first verdict. Une of those more 
pineal implicate |, to save further 
enquiries, actually comuiitted suicide. , 
| ‘Nhe irritation caused throughout! the 
| country, partly by some supposed intended 
jiusult on the part of Great Britain, was 
hcwever, so in'ense that the Government of 
the day did not feel itself justifi d against 
public feeling in at’ once reinstating 
DReyvFus, and its necessary chnco-nitaut 
putting back Col. Picquart. Gradually, 
however, the feeling that ajter all the 
people of England were right, and 
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that..the interest they felt in a matter 
affecting. the honour of France was, 80 fur 
from being dictated by motives of jealousy, 
really the result of a friendly feeling in 
desiring. to see a spot removed, began 
to.tell on the better feelings of the nation, 
aud was, there is little doubt, one of the 
things that led up toa desire for a better 
understanding. When at last that better 
understanding came ahout to the mutual 
satisfaction of both, whose sole ground of 
wonderment soon came to be that, in the 
midst of mutual recriminations continued 
for many years, uot one of which ever gave 
the slightest foundation for a serious 
quarrel, there shoul:| have been misunder- 
standings ot all; it was but natural that the 
Deeyrus affair should come up. The 
manner if which it did arise shows how effec- 
tually the old feelings have paased. It is 
satisfactory to find that as between the two 
peoples the matter has never been for a 
moment the subject. of discussion of any 
sort. The French Government has treated 
it as ertirely a matter in which France 
alone is concerned: and laying the affair 
before the Chambers uot one dissenting 
yoica was raised, and the nation itsel. 
determined to restore both of the principal 
actors to their full rank without reflection, 
and without discussion. For Majer 
’ Drerrus .and General PicquartT our | 
feelings are those of eincere congratulation ; 
and for the French people one of undisguised 
admiration.

tion, which gives rise to some curious 
reflections as to the effect of boycotts.

whole cannot be absolved of all regpon- 
sibility for the outrages done by them in 
part..

“blood money", whatever that phrase may 
imply in this peculiar connection. We 
have never realised the aptness of its use, 
since it is batter understood as indicating 
the ignoble teward of informers and police 
spies. However, assuming for the moment 
that our information from Amoy yesterday 
was authentic, we may wonder shat cauld 
have been the motive impellmg the 
missionaries in that district to sign a 
“round robin” requesting the British 
Consut to discourage the claims ' for 
indemnity made by Dr. Horne and,.Mr. 
Forses Kavte. It could not have been 
the conscientious obj-ctiou to the acceptance 
of “blood money "’, for neither of those 
victims was in any way connected with 
missions; and it would be too presumptu- 
ous, even in wt:issionaries, to constitute 
themselves the covsciences of other men. 
It is difficult to see how it could be due to 
the sense of injustice already mentioned, 
for in this case, to give the devil his due, 

the native officials -are nut under

Kruczr, who shuts eyes 
and ears to the everyday truisms of science 
which assail them. They may be right in 
so doing, but we are inclined to give the 
Canton Viceroy credit for a little more 
intelligence than that, just as we acquit the 
Peking astronomers of believing in the 
dragon theory of eclipses. Our correspon- 
dent himself appears amazed at such a 
proclamation coming from oue whom he 
regards ns “a progressive and enlight :ned 
official’, and herein, if we admit the 
enlightenment, we must look for the clue. 
When a man does something quite un- 
expected, it is desirable to search for his 
motive. Viceroy Saum does not believe 
that a dragon begins to swallow the moon, 
or that the beating of tin-cans induces it to 
desist and disgorge. Then why does he 
invite his cons‘ituents to ‘protect the 
moon”? The obvious answer is that it is 
an official duty, a very old custom, and that 
whatever his personal feelings may be, he 
must repeat the foolishness. That might 
be sufficient cxcuse, even for such “an 
independent satrap ’’ as Viceroy Suu, but 
there is also the unlikeliliood that the rulers 
at Peking believe in the superstition any 
more than he does kimself, We must then 
seek another explanation; and it seems an 
“easy matter to find it when we cast a 
.retiospective glance at the relations of 
European rulers and European superstitions 
in the past. Peking is not quite eaten up 
with folly: Viceroy Suum is none 9 silly as 
he seems: they do but resort to a well-worn 
- and never-failing dodge of the ruling classes. 
When a child is fractions and troublesome, 
its parent ot nurse gives it something to 
‘play with. National*infants have always 
been pacified with superstitious playtiings. 
The “divine right of kings” kept them 
quiet for centuries; and in China, it would 
not be too much to say that the nearest 
approach to loyalty to the Emperors has 
been the reverence paid to them as inter- 
mediaries. ‘They have been valued as 
useful creatures who go between the peoy.le 
and Heaven, and who hare maintained 
friendly relations with the Unseen. We 
will not try to prick the complacency of 


. those Westerners who may have. overlooked 


the numerous “ medicine-men” or “ witch. 
doctors’? in the history of their own race; 
but they deserve to be warned against 
indulging in risibility at Viceroy Suum’s 
expense. Viceroy SHum does not rank 
intellectually below the Bishop who said 
that the Salisbury railway cutastrophe last 
month wase“ sent as a warning”. He 
ig quite mentally keen enough to see 


< that if the partia! eclipse can be foretold

even to the point at

METHOD IN THEIR UNREASON. 


We are glad to be able to announce, albeit 
somewhat late, that the “ curio” swords, con- 
fiscated from a Japanese dealer who was fined 
for possessing them without the permission of 
the Captain Superintendent of Police, were 
returned to the owner whon he applied for them.

obtained police permission, they need be 
under no great fear of molestation.

THE PASSING OF THE MANCHU. 


Mr. G. H. M. Playfair, of Foochow. has sent 
the following interesting letter to the Nortl- 
China Datly News :-- 

Sir, ~When one nation conquers another and 
appropriates its territory, there is usually one 
of three results. Either : 

({.) The conquerors remain paramount and 
{be conquered die away, as has been the case 
with the Maoris and Redskins; or ; 

(Il.) The conquerors are absorbed into the 
mass of the conquered and lose their individ- 
nalify, as bappened to the invadiog Normans 
in Eugland; or So 

(LIL) The two races persist side by side. as 
distinct as oil and witer; of which the English 
and the natives of Hindustan are an example. 

There is a fourth case possible, viz., that the 
conquerors sbould assimilate the conquered, 
but of this history does not seem to supply 
an instance. - 

The conquest of China by the Manchus 
appears fo come under Class II. For: many 
years the Mancha has been. for all practical 
purposes, indistinguishable from the Chinese, 
but the dominant race has s‘riven to maintaio 
a distinction by artificial means. This was 
the creation of e privileged class, whd alone 
Were eligible for certain official posts; The 
majority of appointments throughout the 
Fmpire were open to (hinese and Baudochian 
alike, buf a number could ba filled by Banner- 
men only. Such were the Tartar Generals in 
most of the provinces; the Military Governors 
and Lieutenant-Governors in Turkestan and 
Manchuria : the Lieutenant-Generals and 
Deputy Lieutenant-Generals of the Banner 
organisation ; the officials of the Mougolian 
Superintendency and so ov. On the| other

YANGTZE SHIPPING COMPETITION. 


The Kobe Herald translates from the Osaks 
Asahi the following statement as to tho pressat 
po ition of the rivalry between British, German 
and Japanese skipping firms for the shipping 
trade of the Yangtze:—The British and German 
steamers on the Yangtze service are rapidly 
increasing in number. There are now five 
vessels of Mosars. Butterfield and Swire, five 
belonging to Messrs. Jardine, Matheson, three 
other British vessels, and thr.e N.D.L. steamers, 
all running between Shanghai and Hankow. 
Most of them are of 2,500 or 3.'-00 tons, unly 
two or three being of 1,000 tons or below. 
Four 0.8. K. and two N.Y. K st samgrs are 
engaged in severe competition with thea i Voasel s, 
while the N. Y. K. has also three veszels plying 
between Yokohama and Haokow,and the O.S. K. 
three batweeu Osaka and Hankow. In additioa 
to the above-mentioned lines, the China Mer- 
chants’ Company bas five very gool steamers 
on the Yangtze service. In all, twenty-seven 
British, Germ in, Japanese and Chinesa steam: 
are now taking part in the fight which is io 
progress between Shanghai and Hankow, If 
the vessel< on service between Yokohama and 
Osaka and Hankow are added, the number is 
raised to thirty-three. Moreover, on the service 
betwuen Ichang and Hankow there ara 
two O. 8. K. steamers, two belonging to 
Mesers. Jardine, Matheson, two belongioy tuo 
Messrs. Butterfield and Swire, and one wun by 
the China Merchants’ Co. Between Haakow 
and Chaugsha, the Hunan Company has two 
vessels, and the Chioa Merchants Co. and 
Mesars. Butterfield and Gwire have oue each. 
Between Chinkiang and Nanchang there is oae 
steamer, balonging to Messrs. Batterfield and 
Swire. Thus it will be seen tha‘, altogether, 
eighteen British, sixteen Japaness, eight Chi- 
nese, and three German steamers ard in com- 
petition on the Yangtze survices. But there 
are algo a numbar of independent.vessels whioh 


join in the competition from tinie to time. In 


consequence of this intense invalry, excessive 
rate cutting in the conveyance of passengers 
and cargo is being indulged in, to the great 
discomfort of all the companies concerned. At 
present the pissenger fare between Shanghai 
and Hankow is only Y1.10, the lowest rate io 
the world for the distance. Such being the case, 
the amalgamation of the Yangtzo services of the 
N.Y.K., U.S.K., and the Huaan Company has 
been proposed for the purpose of meeting the 
foreign competition. Owing to the conflicting 
interests of these companies, however, it is 
uncertain whether or not the proposal cin be 
carried. Batit is certain that some srrange- 
ment will have to be come to if ths competition 
of the foreign firms is to ba successfully 
encountered. ;
